Our Mine* ana Mill* to be 


by Electrleiiy. 


The Enterprise Bays: "In a short 


time the leading mines and mills of the 
CoDQStook will be lighted by electricity. 
Messrs. Hobart and Hayward have 
taken the business in hand. Three dy- 
namos are being constructed in San 
Francisco and are to be delivered here 
within two months. They will be run 
by water power, and will be set up near 
the new water mill of the Nevada Mill 
and Mining Company in the southern 
part of the city. They will furnish 100 
arc lights and 1,500 incandescent lamps. 
Besides lighting the leading mills and 
mines lights will be famished to all in 
the city who want them." 
If the 


mines can be lighted by electricity suc- 
cessfully, it will be a grand achieve- 
ment. The late horrible disaster sug- 
gests that some safe way of lighting the 
mines must be adopted, and nothing 
safer than electric lights coald be vtRed- 
Miners, though alive to the dangers of 
fire, become negligent at times, and it is 
a wonder that fires in the mines have 
not been of more frequent occurrence. 
The stations, cooling off places and all 
the levels can probably be lighted up by 
electricity, bnt it would be impossible 
to use such lights on the "floors." 
There the caudle must be used. 


GEOBGE GRIFFITH.—It will be a great 


surprise to many of the old-timers in 
the Wood River countVy, Idaho, to learn 
that George Griffith in accused of mur- 
der, la the Summer of 1880 he came 
to Wocd River and engaged in the 
butcher business in a little mining town 
named Sawtooth, on the head waters of 
the salmon river. 
Unfortunately the 


town did not thrive, but by strict atten- 
tion to business Griffith managed to 
make a good living and save some 
money. In 1881 he sold out his inter- 
est in the business and departed for the 
East, where he married the wife who is 
now bowed down with grief over the 
sad occurrence at Carlin. In Sawtooth 
George Griffith was known as a peace- 
able, quiet man, even when under the 
influence of drink, which was something 
he very seldom indulged in to excess. 
He was a good friond and a generous 
enemy. 
During the early days in 


Wood River the country was filled with 
men who were penniless and hungry 
and fin appeal for food or assistance was 
never inudo to Griffith in vain. Ho was 
not of the rough element, to tho con- 
trary he shunned such associates and 
was respected by all who knew him. 
Though the evidence iu tho Carlin case, 
as now represented, is against him, it 
will be a hard matter to convince those 
who knew him best, that he intended to 
murder Keppler. How liquor may have 
changed his former disposition is hard 
to tell, but it must have changed very 
much to make him the brutal man he is 
represented to be. For his sake and 
that of his now broken hearted wife, it 
is to be hoped that the terrible particu- 
lars of the affair are exaggerated, and 
that he is not guilty of the heinous 
crime of wilful murder. 


THIS Nrw WATKB POTTOS.— Wednes- 


day morning the large pnlleys, or 
sheaves, to be used iu the transmission 
ol power from the Consolidated Califor- 
nia and Virginia shall to the California 
stamp and pan mills, arrived and were 
unloaded. The big pnlleys—or several 
of them—will be placed on the towers 
over, which will be carried the steel 
wire cable or belt which will run the 
pan mill, which is 1,500 I'eet east of he 
Consolidated California and Virginia 
shaft, wherein will be placed the Pelton 
wheels that will furnish the power. 
These wheels will be setup in chambers 
that have been prepared for,them in the 
side of the shaft. A considerable num- 
ber of pulleys will also be placed in 
these chambers, over which will pass 
the cables that transmit the power to 
the top of the shaft.

RENO'S PAYDAY.—Though we have no 


extensive works or manufacturing en- 
terprises the money paid out monthly 
in Reno for labor amounts to a snug 
sum. It is almost impossible to obtain 
a complete return of the amount so dis- 
tributed, but the following statement 
will give some idea of the money paid 
out for labor here each month: The 
Reduction Works disburse, all told, 
$30,000; The Lake estate, since January 
1st, 1887, has placed in circulation $30,- 
000; Ryland's brick yard pays $1,000 per 
month for labor; Wm Thompson pays 
working men $1,000; the C. P. Road 
pays employes here $1,300 per month; 
the N. & C. Road about $1,200; the 
Planing Mill ia the neighborhood of 
$700; the Electric Light Company $330 
per month for labor; newspapers dis- 
burse $2,000 per month; public im- 
provements about $3,000; and contract- 
ors about $4,000. 
This does not in- 


clude clerks and others who labor for 
individuals in the town, that would in- 
crease the disbursements many thou- 
sands of dollars. Take this ia connec- 
tion with the amount paid out for labor 
on the farms in. the -vicinity of JRano, 
and from which the towa derives a di- 
rect benefit, and the amount would be 
more increased. 
The people in Reno 


have no reason to complain of the pay- 
day now, hut next season other enter- 
prises will be started here that will give 
employment to a large number of toilers 
that will give us a payday not to be rid- 
iculed by the proud city on the Com- 
stock. 


RKNO NEWSPAPEES.—It is often re- 


marked that the newspapers in Reno do 
not benefit the town. It is the employ- 
ment of labor that directly affects the 
prosperity of a place and it may be A 
surprise to our people to know that the 
newspapers here employ more men and 
circulates more money than any other 
enterprise, with the exception of the 
Redaction Works, in Reno. 
There are 


27 persons in the employ of the papers 
here that spend what they earn iu the 
town. They circulate more money in 
Reno than is received by them from 
city patronage. A little food for thought. 


THE CHOLLAB MILL.—The Evening 


Report says shingling will be completed 
at the Chollar mill to-day or to-morrow. 
Thirteen men are engaged on it, and are 
making a quick job of it. The pans and 
settlers have arrived on the ground from 
the old Con. Va. mill, the machinery of 
which was purchased by the new com- 
pany. The building will be completed 
in less than a month, and much of the 
inside work will be done by September 
1st. 
The new blacksmith shop at the 


Chollar mine, which ia the neatest 
building of the kind in the city, is also 
nearly finished.
